Parents Anonymous 
Group seeks to improve parenting skills 


Social worker Elaine Landolt knows all too well 
that parents harm their children, or are. afraid 
they will: ; 

“Thad a father call one day, Saying he had to 
keep his child-home from I because he'd deft 
marks on the child when he hit him,”’ Landolt 
said. ‘‘And a lot of- parents call who are afraid 
they will hurt their children.” ‘ 

Often, such parents were abused as children and 
don’t know any other way but violence to deal with 
problems, she said. 

But beginning Feb. 13, Landolt, of the Children’s 
Home and Aid Society of Illinois branch in Alton, 
will provide another way. A Parents Anonymous 
group will meet in Granite City to help parents 
find better ways to deal with their problems. 

Diane Larson of LifeCycle Counseling will be the 
facilitator for the Granite City group. 


“The group is designed to better parenting 
skills..It is a support group for parents, not for 
any lar type_of ‘parents;but for any parent 
Who wants to improve his or her skills.”’ 9 . 

In times of.economice downturns, Landolt’ said, 
child abuse may escalate because parents’ frustra- 
tion levels rise. 

“We see a lot of parents who get upset and yell: 
we see some who use physical punishment and 
some who use inappropriate punishment for the 
behavior,’” she said. “Some parents neglect their 
children, don’t keep them clean, don’t send them 
to school.

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Our Guy‘finds genius 
behind Blues’ bad pr 


St. Louisans who have followed the recent unp ntness sur- 
rounding the St. Louis Blues hockey team have been left shaking 
their heads and saying, “It takes a special kind of genius to 
mess up a deal like that.’ 

You don’t know how right you are. And, since public service is 
this bureau’s middle name, today we reveal the identity of the 
special genius who engineered the Adam Oates squabble. 

His name is Professor Demosthenes (Dee) Bockle and he is 2 
public relations man by trade. His offices are in a quiet corner 
of Cupples Station Warehouse No. 1, from where he advises local 
moguls on how to turn gold back into straw 

We found him there on a recent morning, chuckling over a 
newspaper clipping that described Blues’ star Brett Hull going 
into a snit. A small, rumpled man, Dee Bockle agreed to reveal 
his secrets 

It is a rather specialized branch of the profession,” Professor 
Bockle admitted. ‘‘Most businesses hire P.R. men when things 
are going bad, hoping we can help make them go good. But 
sports moguls in St. Louis have a kind of death wish. They call 
on me when things go good, and I help them mess ‘em up.”

The Illinois AFL-CIO proposed last week the elimination of six 
business tax exemptions and credits in order to reduce the cuts 
necessary to balance the state’s budget. 

In testimony to the Joint Committee on the Budget, the organi- 
zation's president, Richard J. Walsh, ‘pleaded with the committee to 
make changes that will impact the state’s citizens fairly. 

He specifically asked for the elimination of the sales tax exemption 
for manufacturing machinery and equipment ($97 million), Farm

If you are on sixth floor 
looking for the Critical Care Unit 
(CCU) at St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center in Granite City, you at 
first may think you are lost. 

The department has a new 
look — from monitoring 
Se to the floor and walls. 

have a new nurse station, 
seven new mini stations, new 
lighting s . new tile and 
new paint,” said Kathy Gauen, 
the department supervisor. 

“These changes were made 
during a time when we kriew our 
eensus would be low, so we 
would not disrupt patients- 

“During the Hewlett Packard 
system installation, we were 
able to maintain our normal 
census. We only closed part of 
the CCU during floor tiling.”’ 

A team of CCU nurses, a 
biomedical ‘engineer, Materials 
Management, and a clinician 
researched equipment for two 
years before finding the 

-Hardware em for Critical 
Care or ‘‘Merlin.”” 

“We looked at not only what it 

would give us, but how friendly 


the monitors were 

“We jleoked at systems at St 
Luke's Hospital in Chesterfield, 
Mo., at Barnes and St. Louis 
University in St. Louis, and at 
Evansville, Ind., for the right 

tem for us," Gauen said 

“Merlin” has separate 
components to allow nurses 
direct access to patient 
information. 

Because it has separate 
components, they can be- placed 
where they are needed-most 
For example, both the main 
display module and independent 
remote displays can be 
positioned to provide optimal 
viewing. 

They may be controlled with a 
remote keypad. As needs 
expand, more components may 
be easily added. 

Installation was expected to 
take about two days. They began 
at 8:30 a.m. and ended at 6 p.m 
the first day; the next morning 
personnel from HP Installation 
and Biomed Department 
fine-tuned the system 

But CCU nurses were ready 


for the system before it was 
instalied. They had extensive 
training the previous week. 

Clinical nurse specialists and 
HP company representatives 
from Obie and Kansas City 
taught a resource Pp 
nurses in an eight- class. 

They had hands-on clinical 
trials and usedmock-ap 
demonstrations so it would be 
just like working on real 
patients. 

“The new system gives us 
capabilities to monitor four 
times the amount of information 
than the one before,”" Gauen 
said. 

“We can monitor 
oximetry and non-invasive blood 
pressure on a-continual basis. It 
integrates all information about 
the patient into one monitor. 

“We can monitor the patient! 
even when we aren’t in the 


room. It monitors 24 hours a day 


and can deliver a report at-the 
touch of a finger.” 

Each printout is personalized 
to the individual patient. It 
includes the patient’s number, 


name and physician right at 
bedside. It also has the 
ey of printing the 
tion in either table or 
graph form, whichever the nurse

CCU will not be the only 
department gaining from this 
system. 

Respiratory Therapy may use 
a keyboard at the patient's 
bedside to perform oxygen and 
ventilation calculations for 
physicians to determine 
appropriate care.

It is color coded for ease of 
use and can monitor individual 
aspects if needed.
